Are Proposed to Relieve the 
Acute Germ-Scare. 











HOW ABOUT TH/S 
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OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 18.—Owing to the 
campaign the City Health Department 
has waged against tubercular milk 
Omaha .people are preparing to go on a 
diet of “near milk.” Already half a 
dozen concerns are looking the field over 
with a view to introducing a product 
that will take the place of milk. 

It is not believed that the cows of 
Omaha and vicinity are in any worse 
condition than those of other localities, 
but on account of a three-cornered war 
between the Government inspector, the 
city health inspector and the dairymen 
the milk question has been agitated 
until an opinion prevails that millions 
of consumption germs are floating about 
in every drop of milk offered for sale. 

As a result the city has almost com- 
is-a big demand for a substitute. , 7 
“near milk"’ men are in the field as 
result. Half a dozen men here have oy 
pressed a willingness to establish fac- 
tories‘ where milk will be manufactured 
and sold. xne man has a proposition to 


manufacture milk tablets. They are to 
‘be as large as five-cent pieces and will 
retail at five cents each. Each, when 
dissolved, is guaranteed to convert itself 
into one quart of milk equal to that of 
a Jersey cow. These tablets can be 
carried in the pocket, and, if one is 
hungry all that is necessary is to eat 
one. One tablet will be guaranteed to 
be a square meal. 

Others have come forward with a 
milk powder, or rather with milk powder 
propositions. They offer to erect fac- 
tories and begin the manufacture of the 
powders within 30 days. These powders 
are to come in sealed boxes, and it is 
said that a tablespoonful will make & 
quart of rich milk. The price will not 
exceed three cents. 

In all instances the promoters of the 
schemes declare that their products are 
made of chemically pure milk, animal 
fat and sugar. They will not turn rancid,

He Rose From a Wagon Driver to

O’Brien of New York, president of the 
Southern Express Co., was held Tue 8- 
day at his home in Chattanooga, Tenn. 
Mr. O’Brien, who. was 78 years old, 
died in his apartments at Sherry’s in 
New York from pleural pneumonia, 
contracted while making his annual 
European trip. He was operated on 
and rallied. Pleurisy then set in and 
his condition became worse until he 
died. 

Services were held in St, Patrick's 
Cathedral, after which the body was

Mr, O’Brien began his business ca-

Later he became a drug 
clerk and then a driver of an ex- 
press wagon for the Southern Express 
Co,, in Memphis. 

He was promoted to a clerkship 
after driving for two months and his 
work was so satisfactory that H. B. 
Plant, founder of the company, made 
him cashier. Then the Ctyil War 
broke out and O’Brien enlisted in the 
Confederate navy undér Poindexter. 
He remained in the navy until the 
fleet was destroyed to prevent it 
from being seized as a Federal] prize. 

Reporting to the Secretary of the 
Confederacy O’Brien was sent back to 


transporting Government money. Lat- 
er he helped:jn the exchange of pris- 
erers. At the end of the war he went 
to Augusta, Ga., where he became Mr. 
Plant’s secretary. 

In 1888 he was appointed general 
manager and remained in that capec- 
ity until 1899 when he was elected 
president, which position he held yn- 
til his death. A sister, two nephews 
and three nieces survive.

Dr. L..L. Seaman Declares 
Americans Are Foolish toGo* 
Abroad for: Treatment. 


ATTENDED | CONGRESS 


says United States Physicians 
Are Especially Versed in 
Appendicitis Cases. 


a 


NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—Dr. Louis 
Livingston Seaman, one of the Amer- 
icat: delegates to the recent Interna- 
tional Medical Congress at Budapest, 
arrived here today on the steamship 
Campania from Liverpool. and spoke 
very enthusiastically of the showing 
made there. by Americans and the suc- 
cess of the Congress. 

“The Americans are far ahead of 
other nations in many branches of sur- 
gery and medicine,’’ said Dr. Seaman, 
“as Was shown by the testimony and ex- 
hibits at the Congress.: This is particu- 
larily so in the case of appendicitis, 
where we excel both in the treatment 
of the disease and the technique of the 
operation.”’ 

Speaking generally Dr. Seaman said it 
was foolish for Americans to go abroad 
for treatment by foreign specialists, 
when there are physicians at home who 
are far superior to the European medi- 
cal men. 








: | “In regard to military sanitation,” a 


subject in which Dr. Seaman has been 
particularly interested for many years, 
the physician said it had been carefully 
discussed at the Congress. Dr, Seaman 
offered a prize of $500 for laymen, medi- 
cal menor members of the armies of 
the wofld for the best essay on 
the subject, “‘What should be the or- 
ganization of the medical department 
of an army in order. that its sanitary 
and hygienic condition may be main- 
tained at the highest efficiency, so that 
in the emergency of battle its unity 
may best respond to the call of ite lead- 
ers?’’ 

The essays are to be submitted to the 
next international congress, which 
meets. in London in 1912. Dr. Seaman 
said he had studied the subject “at the 
front,”’ and in active service during all 
the ware of recent years and found an 
alarming condition as the. result of in- 
efficient medical service in the armies. 

In the South African war 2 men died 
of disease to one by bullets, he said, 
and statistics in the Spanish-American 
war and other sanguinary struggles 


| between the nations showed a worse 


condition. There were 258,000 hospital 


4 cases out’ of 272,000 enlisted men in. the

Dr. Seathan said he had found the 
most efficient sanitary conditions in the 
Japanese army. 

“The Japanese have what is not 
known fn any other army in the world, 
whose duty it is 
to devote all his time to maintaining 
and improving the health of the sol- 
diers,’’ said Dr. Seaman. - “There are 
44,000 sanitary soldiers in the Japanese 
army, and, as a result, the standard of 
health is most perfect.”

Tacks Nailed at Various Places 
Gives the Dealers Infor- 
mation.

In one of the office rooms of the 
Merchants’ Exchange you will find a 
large map of Missouri pientifully stuck 
up with tacks of several styles as to 

exterior finish. 

, If you visit the room at certain hours 
you willysee a young man with a tack 
hammer, a memorandum sheet and an 
air of importance working at the map. 
First he tacks his memorandum sheet 
to the board upon: which the map is 
pasted, but outside of Missouri—cover- 
Clair County, 
Til. 

The sheet is tacked there temporarily, 
just for reference as the young man 
transfers its information, in tack talk, 
to the map. of Missouri. 

If he drives a tack of a certain sort 
into the heart of Sikeston, which he dis- 
covers by the aid of a magnifying glass, 
it means that the Merchants’ Exchange 
has a representative theie, a broker 
who keeps the’ St. Louis grain market 
bulletined and booming. If the young 
man sticks another sort of tack in the 
vitals of Unionville, it means. that the 
local papers of Unionville publish the 
St. Louis grain market reports. If the 
tack hammerer hammers a tack in the 
outskirts of Auxvasse,-. 
that. CaMaway County village has a 
flour mill. which ‘supplies itself with 
wheat from St. Louis. 

All Stuck With Tacks. 

You will find also maps of [llinois and 
Iowa, each plentifully stuck with tacks. 
Kansas, Nebraska, Arkansas, 
sippi, Oklahoma and other states are 
stuck up similarly, though not Bo much 
stuck up as Missourl, which !s closer to 
the central market and consequently 
more numerously tacked. 

The map.room is occupied by the Pub- 
licity Bureau of the Merchants: 
change, Bert Ball, manager. No other 
éxchange in. the country maintains a 
publicity bureau. . The St. Louis ex- 
change is the criginal discoverer of this 
method of booming far the local grain 
Mr. Ball has been at.work six 
weeks.in organizing ahd perfecting his 
system, Which begins to show results. 

The maps are incidental. .They show 


ing territory is connected with the mar- 
kets of the Merchants’ Exchange. 

Mr. Ball's chief work up. to date has 
been devoted to gétting the St.. Louis 
grain market reports ‘on the newspaper 
map of the vast territory. of whica 
St. Louis is the market’ center. 

“I discovered.” he said to a Pest- 
Dispatch reporter, “that many newspa- 
pers in towns bpth large and small; in 
St. Louis territory, were publishing the 
daily market reports from Chieago, but 
utterly ignoring St. Louis. We took up 
this matter with the Assoctated Press, 
and we have the assurance of that con- 
cern that hereafter the St. Louis ,quo- 
be sent out. Newspapers 
have got into the habit 6f printing Chi- 
cago quotations merely because the As- 
sociated Press has carried them,. while 
the market closer to home has been 
neglected in the service. We § have 
promise of much better representation 
in the future.”’ 

Mr. Ball is urging upon the newspa- 
pers the importance of publishing com- 
parative reports from St. Loujs, Chi- 
cago and other grain markets, so that 
the buyer or seller may learn at. a 
glance which market offers him the 
best figures.

| YELLOW SCIENCE AGAIN. 

Spectroscopic observation of the planet Mars 
reveals the presence of oxygen in the atmosphere. 

The Boston Herald quotes Prof. Percival Lowell 
as saying that this “has am importagt bearing on 
the question of probaiile life on Mars, as he says 
it would make life much more possibie.” 

We may hope that Prof. Lowell does not say 
all the things that are attributed to him. Life 
is not made more probable by the presence: of 
oxygen in the atmosphere. Oxygen makes life 
possible, and there are no degrees of probability 
in it. If there is no oxygen there is no life. 

There is a great deal of yellow science turned 
out in these days, for which let us honestly con- 
fess the men of science are not wholly responsi- 
ble. But on the other hand, it must be admitted 
that men of science are often careless when they 
speak for publication, and impart misinformation 
to the public. When brought to book they put 
the reproach upon the reporter, forgetting that 
the reporter desires to reflect only what his in- 
formant tells him. And when he accurately re- 
flects a foose or careless statement he simply 
proves his competence and devotion to duty. It 
is not for him to correct the mistakes of men 
of science. 

A little more care in speaking would help mat- 
ters greatly. The reporter has sins enough of his 
own to bear. He ought not to be saddled with 
the slovenly carelessness of men who are espe- 
cially trained to exactness, correctness and ac- 


curacy.

Two veterans of the front rank only re- 
main in @s Wentworth Higginson, who led 
in battle one of the earliest regiments of colored 
soldiers for the Union, and Julia Ward Howe, 
whose “Battle Hymn of the Republic” heartened 
many a.footsore command. upon the march. 

Monucure D. Conway, the young stormy petrel 
of war times, died in 1907. .The same year passed 
away Wendell Phillips Garrison, Isabella Beecher 
Hooker, sister of the author of ‘‘Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin,” and Galusha A. Grow, who entered C 
gress az a Free-Soiler in 1851 and finally left it 
fifty-two years later, and whose history of ihe 
wrongs of the Seminoles will never be forgotten. 
Whittier, the singer of anti-slavery; Gerrit Smith, 
the Tappens of New York, Lucy Stone and the 
elder Garrison had long preceded them. Edward 
Everett Hale, never an extremist in manner, fol- 
lowed them closely. 

After the War the remaining Abolitionists were 
no longer. heid together, even as before in warring 
Camps, by the cementing pressure of persecution 
and mobs, and they lost some of their rancor in 
widening the scope of their reformatory efforts. 
Of the sons of Garrison, the best hated of them 
all, one survives, a publisher and business man. 
One was a literary editor. The namesake, who 
has just passed away, divided his attention be- 
tween a number of movements such as woman 
suffrage, free trade, peace, antli-imperialism and 
the single-tax campaign. In this division of his 
sympathies he was like most of the other remain- 
ing links with a troubled past. The bitterness of 
the heyday of their activity is happily gone with 
the great cause that called it forth. 
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THE FIRST SLEEPING CAR. 
From the Outing Magazine. 

The first real sleeping car was built in 1864. It 
was called the ‘‘Pioneer,” and the builder further 
designated it by the letter “A,” not dreaming that 
he would soon exhaust the letters of the alphabet. 
The “Pioneer” Was built in. a Chicago and Alton 
shop and cost the almost fabulous sum of $18,000. 
That was reckléss extravagance in a year when 
the best of railroad coaches could be built at a 
cost not exceeding $4600. 

But the “Pioneer” was blazing a new path in lux- 
ury. Without it was radiant in paint and varnish, 
in gay stripes and lettering; it was a giant compar- 
ed with its fellows, for it was a foot wider and two 
feet and a half higher than any car ever built be- 
fore, It bad the hinged berths that are the dis- 
tinctive feature of the American sleeping car to- 
day, and the porter and the passengers no longer 
had to drag the bedding from closets at the far 
end of the car. 

The “Pioneer” was not only wider and higher 
than other passenger cars, but it was also wider 
and higher than the clearances of station platforms 
and overhead bridges. But when the news came 
of the death of President Lincoln, the fame ef Pull- 
man’s ‘‘Ploneer’’ was already widespread, and it 
was suggested that the new car should be the 
funeral coach of the martyred President. This in- 
volved cutting wider clearances all the way from 
Washington by way of Philadelphia, New York, 
and Albany, to Springfield, [il., and gangs of men 
worked night and day to make the needed changes.

SHAPPINGTURTLES 


If Not All of It at Least a Part, 
for Dealers Make Money 
Off Them. 


“SLIDERS” FOR CHINESE 


Into Hop Alley for 
- Cooking. 


There is even more snap to St. Louis 
than the general public credits to the 
city. For instance, there is the snapping 
turtle element. The world at large does 
not .know how much snap this creature 
infuses into St. Louis affairs. Various 
other kinds of turtles enhance activity 
of the city. 

Sj. Louls is a business center in the 
turtle industry. Several thousand snap- 


ping turtles and their less troublesome 
relatives of the sea and soft shell varie- 
ties are handled each month. A few dia- 
mond back turtles, the elite of the tur- 
tle world from Chesapeake Bay where 
they feed on celery and crabs, are used 
in St. Louis, although they sell for 
almost prohibitive prices. 
Chinatown Uses a Lot. 

St. Louis’ Chinatown uses 50 barrels 
of “sliders’’ or common terrapin each 
month. Sixty full grown “‘sliders’’ make 
a baryel. This kind of turtle is rarely 
used except by Chinese, Many thousand 
of them are shipped from here to east- 
ern cities having Chinese sections. 

Turtles are supplied alive, and most 
varieties are shipped in barrels. There 
is no certain number of snappers in a 
barrel. When the barrel is full it con-f 
stitutes a shipment of the snappingest 
creatures imaginable. 

Dealers in turtles say that the snap- 
rer variety is always tender. They 
sleep in the mud six months of the 
year, and the rest of the time they 
spend looking for something to snap at. 
They do not take time to grow tough 
with age. The sea and soft shell tur- 
tles grow hard and tough as age over- 
takes them. None of the handlers of 
turtles as yet has become . expert 
enough to tell a turtle’s age. 

The Chinatown supply of “‘sliders’’.{is 
caught in the waters of Lhnois and 
Missour:t during the fall. They are 
“penned up” in a sort of cage in a 
creek or river and kept» within reach 
to supply the demand. If they were 
caught only as needed they would not 
be caught, because these terrapins have 
a habit of burrowing in the mud out 
of reach of fishermen in the winter. 

The snapping turtle, which is the most 
popular with St. Louisans, also come 
from Illinois and Missouri. The snap- 
per lHves ‘in water, but if the water 
éries up too fast for him to escape it 
the turtle is not particular where it 
ives, and may wander about the coun- 


\ try. 


The loggerheads from Arkansas are 
the bullies of the snapping turtles. They 
range in weight from 50 to 150 pounds. 
The local varieties range from 10 to 2% 
pounds, but have equal snapping pow- 
ers, weight considered. They are usual- 
ly caught with hooks and lines or nets. 
Must Cut the Line, 

When a fisherman gets a snapping tur- 
tle on’ @s fish line, the easiest way to 
get rid of it isto cut off the line. If 
the turtle is to be landed, some trouble 
|may be experienced. ‘When the turtle 
is thrown into the boat, the best way to 
handle it is to ‘‘bridle’’ it. 

It is easy to bridle a snapping turtle. 
All you have to do is to take a string 
stick with ropes at each end. Thrust 
the stick within reach of the turtle’s 
mouth until it snaps it. Then when the 
turtle is not looking, quietly give the 
ropes a jerk and tie them to the ter- 
rapin’s tall, so that its head is held 
firmly. It is then helpless. 

The only trouble in bridling a turtle 
is that you have to have another man 
watching with a club so that he can hit 
the turtle in the head and help you get 
away if the snapper forgets to snap the 
stick and insists in making an attack 
upon you. It is a little more dangerous 
than bridling a horse. 

J. W. Peters of the Union Fish and 
Oyster Co. has handled turtles since 
1866, and many thousands of all varieties 
are sold annually, He says there are 
many tricks in handling turtles safely, 
none of them guaranteeing absolute 
safety. aa ; 

Peters says that sea and soft shell 
turtles are not so vicious as snappers. 
They will bite, he says, but’ will let go 
of the victim when they take out the 
bite. 

Suappers Hang On. 

Srappers, he says, neyer let go after 
they once get a hold. Last week one 
of the snappers almost caught the leg 
of one of the handlers at the Union 
company’s plant. It did not. reach the 
flesh, but the man let go of part of his 
clothing before he could get rid of the 
snapper. 

“Snapping turtles will easily bite 2 
broomstick in two,” Peters told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, “If a snapper’s 
head is cut off the head will live for 
several hours ‘and if a stick it held 
close to the mouth it will snap it and 
cling to it. The body will live several

The booklet shows the ‘revenues have 
considerably increased under the pres- | 
ent administration, the death rate. has 
decreased notably, the most important 
railroad has largely increased its earn- 
ings, immigration has improved, there 
-ag been no increase in criminality, the 
Government has paid almost $3,000,000 
during the first six months to meet the 
obligations incurred by the Provisional 
Government, and that the price of 
ponds of the Government and principal 
railway and other industrial corpora- 
tions has ‘increased considerably. 

Has Many Farmers. 
The population of Cuba Scpt. 30, 1907, 
including the Isle of Pines, was 2,- 


4 048,980. The republic has 367,931 farm- 


ers, 2149 schools and 3649 teachers. Ha- 
vana has a population of 297,159, and 
Santiago de Cuba, Cienfuegos, Cama- 
guey and Cardenas ‘have each a popu- 
‘ation of more than 20,000. The area of 
Cuba is 44,164 square miles, being a lit- 
ile larger than Virginia and not quite 
as large as Pennsylvania. 
It‘is asserted that with the exception 
of the United States, Cuba has a great- 
er number of railroad miles, according 
to territory, than any other American 
nation. The average value of its leaf 
tobacco crop is $12,000,000. : 
An iron ore deposit estimated to con- 
tain 600,000,000 tons, tas been discovered 
in Santiago de Cuba. It is claimed this 
is the most importart iron ore discov- 
ery in the past 20 years. The sugar 
crop of 1909 amounted to 1,437,242 tons 
of 2240 pounds each. 
The owners of the plantatiens have 
advanced funds to the planters to en- 
able them to put in and harvest their 
« Tops. 
The Government now ha’ the support 
of the greater part cf the press, both 
he I.‘heral. party, now 
united, the Veterans’ Association, all the 
mayors of cities in the republic and 
inost of the merchants, manufacturers 
and planters. 

Have Agricultural Stations. 
Six agricultural stations have been 
established at a cost of $270,000. A new 
slaughterhouse, costing more than $500,- 
000, has béen completed. The value of 
préperty in Havana was been increasing 
Gaily, and many fine buildings are in 
trocess of construction. The banks are 
in a prosperous condition, and there 
has not been a failitre reported. The 
judiciary has been fully organized and 
the judges cannot be removed from of- 
fice without cause. 

The Cuban newspaper, El Mundo, 
which prepared the statistics, asserts 
that these facts ar? incontrovertible, 
and that the republic of Cuba f{s now 
prosperous.

OF DEATH 


| Brave as ial’ Acs Are the Hard 


Riders Who Keep Watch 
on the Rio Grande. 


THRILLS IN A SADDLE 


Whole Country Benefits by 
Long Patrol and Increased 
Force Is Asked. 


TT 

EL PASO, Tex., Sept. 18.—A little 
“dobe”’ settlement on the banks of the 
Rio Grande, a few miles from FE) Paso, 
is headquarters of one of the most val- 
iant detachments of that famous organ- 
ization of peace officers, the Texas 
Hangers. : 

Cofmpany D of the rangers, under 
Capt. John R. Hughes, who has been 
in the ranger service since 1886, as pri- 


vate and captain, camps here in the 
midst of alarms. Almost any day one 
Can see a ranger “hiking out’’ across 
the desert, through which the Rio 
Grande winds its sluggish way, to’ run 
down a horsethief or smuggier, or to 
do a little scout work. 

Capt. Hughes, a keen-eyed, 
shouldered giant, who is always mount- 
ed on his powerful horse, Gray Buck, is 
a familiar figure along the border line, 
betweefi Mexico and the United States. 
Hie knows the ways of smugglers and 
other border criminals “like a book.”’ 


Prepared for Emergencies. 

He and his men co-operate with the 
United States customs authorities, when- 
ever occasion demands, hence this part 
of the work of the Texas Rangers is 
more than local in character. The whole 
country benefits through their patrol of 
the Rio Grande. 

On the other side of the stream are 

the Mexican Rurals—men who are not 
less hardy and capable than the Texas 
Rangers. 
The Texas Ranger must always hold 
himself prepared for any emergency. 
There are only 27 men in the force of 
mounted police, yet they are supposed 
to be everywhere at once. 

If a condemmed murderer escapes from 

prison and takes to the desert, heavily 
armed, a Ranger saddles up and throws 
the diamond hitch on a pack horse and 
is on the trail in a few hours, 
Usually he comes back with the out- 
law—dead or. alive. Occastonally a 
Ranger is killed, but the gap in the 
ranks is filled by somebody whose worth 
has been proved. 

‘The Rangers get the magnificent sum 
of $40 per month, and must furnish their 
own horses, but are allowed horse feed 
and traveling expenses. Sergeants get 
$30 and captains $109. 

Bad Men Cleaned Ont. 

Every man has a big revolver slap- 
ping at his hip, and a beit full of 
cartridges betrays a sinister sag at his 
waist, There is a rifle in the scab- 
bard at his saddle, and probably in one 
of his pockets reposes an automatic 
revolver, for use in the- direst emer- 
gency. 

The rangers were called into’ being 
owing to the large number of desperate 
characters that flocked tp Texas after 
the Civii War. Also.a body of active 
and courageous fighters was needed to 
cope against bad Indians. 

In its first year or two of service the 
foree of rangers had many pitched bat- 
tles with outlaws. It finally cleanea 
out the bad characters, most of whom 
went to New Mexico and plunged that 
territory into a series of frightful cat- 
tle wars, in which cattle owners and 
hustlers opposed each other. 

There was plenty of work to do in 
keeping Texas free from undesirable 
citizens, however, and the ranger force 
was not abandoned. Indeed, the work 
has grown to such proportions that Ad- 
jutant-General Newton has asked thea 
State Legislature for an increase in the 
number of men.

ROCHESTER, Minn., Sept. 18—The 
latest bulletin tonight from Gov. John- 
son’s sick chamber says that he has had 
a bad turn and is sinking from his con- 
dition earlier in the day. 

The bulletin reads: 

Gov. Johnson is sinking. The Gov- 
ernor’s pulse has risen from 102 to 

108 and his temperature from 99 to 

99.2 degrees. He is inclined te be 

nervous and complains somewhat of 

gas. 

The fact that he was still alive when 
the bulletin was issued was a marvel to 
the attending physicians. The doctors, 
Mayo, as well as Dr. McNiven, held 
out but slight hopes for the Governor's 
recovery. They admitted the odds were 
greatly against him, but in thé next 
breath they asserted that if he could 
hold out a few hours longer he might 
have a chance for life. 

During Saturday evening, following a 
brief rally, the thread of life was so 
near breaking that death Was supposed 
to be but a question of moments. 

Three physicians were in constant at- 
tendance during the time, and their sci- 
ence was taxed to the utmost to keep 
the fast ebbing tide of life flowing. 

With them, near the bed, mutely 
watching and Keeping herself under per- 
fect control, Mrs. Johnsen remained and 
watched over her husband. Literally, it 
Was a battle of science. 

Since the operation on Wednesday 
nothing had so surprised and disconcert- 
ed the attending surgeons as the awful 
Sinking spell Saturday night. dt was 
terrifying to Mrs. Johnson; a crucial 
one to the patient. The collapse came 
directly on the heels of the most en- 
couraging condition of the week. 

Dr. McNevin, who all along was the 
most optimistic persen at the hospital, 
said that he had hopes, but the doctor's 
actions did not bear this statement out. 

Dr. Mayo was deeply affected and 
could not conceal his feelings, but said 
he had hopes. For Dr. Mayo to be af- 
fected in this way is unheard of in 
Rochester, where he has operated on 
thousands of persons. 

Respiration Ia Normal, 

Adolph G. Eberhart, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, left Winena, where he had been 
for several days, fer St. Paul to assume 
the position of Governor. He was noti- 
fied by Julius Schmall, Secretary of 
State, that Gov. Johnsop was near 
death, 

Dr. Charlies S. McNevin earlier gave 
the following summary of the patient’s 
symptoms: 

“His pulse is 88 to 8; respiration about 
normal. He has spent & good afternoon. 
He has been running along four days 
without nourishment and naturally is a 
little weaker.” 

“While Gov. Johnson is somewhat bet- 
ter, his condition is very critical. His 
sleep, however, is quite natural. 

“Tf Gov. Jehnson can pass through 
Sunday without a recurrence of the 
condition which marked his _ trouble 
yesterday afternoon and early last even- 
ing, his chances for ~ecovery will be 
much brighter.” 

Brother Calis to See Him. 

When asked by Dr. McNevin how he 
felt, Gov. Johnson said: 

“Pretty well, Mac; much better than 
yesterday. 1 have had scarcely any 
pains this afternoon at all.”

Will Accept Shipments to All 
Parts of World amd Build 
Docks and Boat Lines. 


A $10,000,000 barge line for freight and 
passenger transportation on the Missis- 
sippi River and its tributaries will be 
incorporated under the laws of Dela- 
ware tomorrow by Attorney Arthur N. 
Sager, who departed for Dover: last 
night for that purpose. The company 
will be headed by William K. Kava- 
naugh and will have its principal of- 
fices in St. Louis. 

The project, for several months ru- 
mored in St. Louis, assumed such shape 
yesterday that its promoters made pub- 
lic practically all the details of the 
plans, which include, besides the barges, 
fast passenger boats. 

John L, Matthews, sécretary of the 
company, which is known as the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Transportation Co., said 
the Wiggins Ferry Co., of which Mr. 
Kavanaugh is the head, was not inter- 
ested in the project. 

Suag-Proof Steel. Boats. 

The plans, according to statements of 
officers yesterday, include the building 
of steel barges and towboats, fast pas- 
senger steamers and the construction of 
belt lines in the larger cities to give the 
company connection with manufacturing 
establishments. 

‘We expect to be in operation by 
early spring,” said Mr. Kavanaugh las: 
“Our plans include the building 
of 180 barges of from 600 to 4000 tons 
each. The larger barges wil] draw eight 
feet of water and the smaller three 
feet. All will be of steel, snag-proof 
and of the latest design. Our fleet ca- 
pacity for the first year will be abour 
six million tons. 

“We will go to every tributary of the 
Mississippi, and will run our boats from 
New Orleans to New York, Philadelphia, 
Pahama and other ports. We will ac- 
cept shipments to any port in the woria 
Probably at first we will not run 
boats from St. Louls to Atlantic ports, 
but that will be done just as soon as 
we get deep water.

“We have not made arrangements for

days hy Gov. Hadley. 

District Attorney Blodgett’s friends 
Say that while he has had his resigna- 
tion under consideration for several 
months, he has taken the position that 
if the appointment of a successor would 
cause embarrassment to Senator War- 
ner and Secretary Nagel, whe woula 
have the naming of a new man, he 
would not resin. 

Would Not Cause Friction. 

Newton, the politicians say, was de- 
cided on by the close friends of Presi- 
dent Taft in St. Louis as the one man 
who could be appointed without caus- 
ing friction among hepublican poll- 
ticlans. His present pesition as As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney is generally 
credited to the influence of Secretary 
Nagel, who has for several years beer 
a Warm friend of Newton. Newton was 
formerly an assistant in the District 
Attorney's office in Kansas City, when 
Senator Warner was District Attorney 
After Warner was elected Senator New- 
ton arranged to come to St. Louis as 
Assistant Circuit Attorney. 

District Attorney Blodgett is now in 
the East, and is reported to have made 
connections for Eastern: law. business. 
I‘ is also reported he will form a part- 
nership with another attorney. 

It is understood among politicians 
that Republican ‘‘Boss’’ Jeptha D. Howe 
would like to have the place himself 
but rather than give his enemies a 
chance to give him a knockout blow at 
Washington, he will support Newton. 

The office of District Atterney has a 
salary of $4500 a year. The election com- 
misisonership pays only $3000, but in that 
‘position Blodgett would be. permitted 
to vractice law, and the office would 
require only a small part of his time.

BIOOMINGTON, Ill, Sept. 18.— 
Watermelons raised on a bottle have 
added new fame to Carroll County 
products. Growers of the luscious 
fruit have been experimenting this 
season and are well satisfied with the 
results. 

The process is a simple one. It 
consists of cutting a runner or branch 
vine immediately baék of the devel- 
oping melon and tnserting the cut end 
of the vine in a bottle of water 
The water is 
quickly absorbed, resulting in in- 
creased size, rapid growth and great- 
er sweetness. One melon raised this 
season given this treatment reached 
the remarkable weight of 80 pounds. 
The melon fields of Carroll County 
are valued at $100 per acre, about 
one-half the price asked for first- 
class corn growing land in Central 
Illinois, but the melon growers realize 
far more fromitheir acres than do 
those who grow corn. Where the soll 
is adapted to melons, the crop is the 
most profitable that can be grown. 
About 800 carloads have been shipped 
out this season, and about $30,000 has 
been paid tc the growers for their 
fruit. One grower realized $3000 from 
a 40-acre field.

Chis body has a tentative agreement 
regarding the post-season schedule 
deper.dent upon the victory of Detroit 
or the Athletics Monday’s battle will 
virtually decide which team is to play 
Pittsburg for the world’s champion- 
ship. 

Victory for the Tigers Monday will 
cinch the pennant for Detroit, almost 
beyond peradventure. With but 16 
Sames remaining, and one of these a 
tie that will probably not have to be 
contested over again, the lead of the 
Tigers in case of victory will be al- 
most inguperable.. For, if the Tigers 
thus trim the Philadelphians, the oth- 
er clubs of the East can have little 
hope of stopping Detroit. Prior to 
the Bastern trip the Athletics had the 
only advantage in total games held by 
any HBastern team over the Tigers. 

Want to See Tigers Win. 


Almost without exception American 
Veague men would rather Detroit 
met Pittsburg than Philadelphia, be- 
ileving the Tiger team a sounder ag- 
gregation, un the whole. Whichever 
club wins, it is entirely probable that 
the Pirates will go into the first game 
favorite to win the championship. At 


present, such wagers as have been 
made have seemed to favor the Pitts- 
burgers, on the theory that the Pi- 
rates have walloped the club that 
twice beat Detroit to a standstill for 
the world’s pennant-—-the Cubs. 
Pirates Resemble Tigers, 
UT such comparisons are odious 
B —and not always to be trust- 
ed. Detroit is much the same 
stripe of club as Pittsburg. Further- 
more most of its players have been 
under fire in the world’s series—a 
point which will count materially. Its 
pitching staff seems weak, woefully 
weak; but the splendid club behind 
it makes up for many deficiencies. 

The wise ones are all running to 
pick up the faintest enedow of odds 
on Pittsburg. 

Of course all wagers in handbook- 
land to date have been made with the 
provision that this or that team wins. 
Should Detroit fail and the Athletics 
take the American League flag, Pitts- 
burg will still be choice, and an even 
more pronounced one. 

For, in spite of the superb pitching 
staff of the Athletics the Pirates have 
a club that could not be kept back. It 
is the greatest run-getting machine in 
the country, with the possible excep- 
tion of the Tigers. All pitchers have 
looked alike to it and the mighty Brown 
and Reulbach of the Cubs have both 
felt this Juggernaut crushing their 
necks this season. Wagner, Clarke and 
Leach are all formidable men—men of 
vast experience, and tried in the fur- 
nace of the championship struggles. 


Pitchers Leever and Phillipe, likewise, 
have been through the ordeal. 
H® Athietics are kids—iads who, 
7 with ability, have yet never had 
to stand the gruelling. And, 
to tell the truth, on their showing in 
‘St. Louis they do not look to form 
‘championship vaseball club. With the 
pitching staffs reversed, Detroit would 
“lose” the Mackmen. 
Oh, for Geod Pitchers. 

Too bad the splendid team of Jennings 
has not a staff like Mullins this year. 
Detroit is a demon club that never re- 
lents. You feel the virility it brings to 
the field thrilling through all its con- 
tests. It is as if one sat on the brink 





time it. Having many times sat upon 
the brinks of active volcanoes, of 
course, we make this statement advis- 
edly. 

The Athletics do well enough. But 
with Detroit’s pitching staff, the team 
would be roaming around fourth or 
fifth place. It is not a great team, but 
a great pitching staff that Connie Mack 
owns, 

Out tin the West here we want to see 
Detroit vindicate herself and so hope 
Connie Mack loses. Detroit is the gam- 
est, best-managed club tn either leacue.

The right answer at the right 
time may be worth a million to those who know how to use it. If they 
are not afraid of it being the wrong answer they know how to use it at 
once. Even the best crop guessers, who have the best information and ths 
best reputation as statisticians, may get a fraction wrong in their aver-

ABOR-SAVING. machinery. is modern, but not aS modern as we 
L think it. We can find almost anything we are doing now begin- 

.. ning from.- 2000 to 3000 years ago by taking ancient Jerusalem 
as a center and looking inside a circle ef 700 or 800 miles drawn around it. 

While we may find that as far back as 2000 years ago the countries 
around the Mediterranean Sea had already planned almost everything we 
are doing now, we begin to get the greatest surprises by going still fur- 
ther back, or say for between 3000 and 4000 years. Then it is surprising 
to find that one of the first inventions in labor-saving machinery was in- 
tended to save labor in prayer. They may have thought of this first in 
Babylon. There they may have discovered how to write prayers on a brick 
before baking it; and after burning the clay, to put the baked prayers in 





ihe temple in its permanent form to save the work of staying long*’in the 


temple repeating it. 

The once great and famous city of Memphis in Wgypt made a stil] 
still more notable invention. Among discoveries just made by those who 
are digging in the ruins of its great temples this year are improved pray- 
ers of the what was once the most modern Memphis kind. It might be 
feared that after a prayer brick had been in a temple some time, the god 
to whom the temple belonged might forget it. The labor-saving prayers 
of Memphis were improved to prevent this. Above the prayer, in the 
stone block they cut the ears of the god, deep in the stone and wide open 
to hear it. so that after leaving the temple the labor-saving worshipper could 
be sure he was praying, with his divinity’s mind on his prayers after his 
own mind was on sumething else. 

The highest form of labor-saving machinery for this purpose is still in 
use in Thibet. It is the prayer wheel of which every traveler to that country 
writes as it is seen along the roadsides. After paper was inventedsin Egyvt 
s0 that prayers could be written on it, it became possible to save the labor 
of cutting them into stone for the temple walls. A pilgrim in Thibet: now 
puts his ewn prayer into the wheel and whirls it round in a way that is 
supposed to give the written prayers already in the wheél as much vale 
as his own. This is co-operative as well as labor saving. The Chinese 
method is to burn the prayers after buying as Many “joss sticks” as are 
needed.

INGAPORE is agitated just now by a tale 
S of piracy, one of the old sort, legendary 
now. Some few wees ago a Chinese junk 
was boarded near Johore, that is,. within sight of 
the island, if not of the city, and seven men were 
killed besides the captain, spared for torture until 
he surrendered his valuables. Police, bluejackets 
and volunteers are searching. for the miscreants. 
Perhaps there ig no case on record so outra- 
geous within stich a trifling distance from the 
men of war in Singapore roads, but elsewhere in 
those seas it would not have been remarkable 
less than fifty years ago. “Malay pirates’ are so 
closely identified with fiction of the boys’ adven- 
ture class that skepties have doubted their exis- 
tence in plain fact. But the wildest romancer 
would not dare to describe them as they actually 
were in their great day. a 
About 1850 Rajah Brooke put the number of 
those who swept the coasts of Borneo alone. going 
and returning with the monsoors, at 5000. When 
Consul at Bruni somewhat later, St. ‘John esti- 
mated the population which lived, as one may 
say, by piracy at 60,000. And if “casuals” had 
been included, with their women and children, it 
would have been vastly larger. 


The judicious reader instantly replies that trade. whi 


must have come to an end promptly under this in- 


fliction. But the ruffians did not depend om 
plunder. 


It was welcome, but they sought slaves 
and blood, inexplicable as it seems to.us, the

By the same token, 
there is no part which is. more generally misun- 
derstood. The popular conception of the Secret. 
Service is that it is composed of thousands of 
Government spies who are stationed in all com- 
munities at all times. In reality the entire Secret 
Sorvice force of the nation, meaning that part of 
it,which is a permanent institution, does not ex- 
ceed 200 or 300 men. 

In time of emergency-special men are hired to 
do special things. It devolves on the 200 or 300 
regular men, however, to protect the money of the 
nation against counterfeiters and “shoverg.. of 
the queer,’’ and the securities and other valfiable 
or negotiable papers of the Government against 
forgers. That small organization of men covers 
all the states and territories: 

Al.:hough the Secret Service is only a small ma- 
chine, it is a terribly effective one, backed as. it 
is by the power and the wealth of the nation and 
having sources of information not open to other 
detective agencies. Any guilty man or woman 
who is under suspicion by the Government and 
under investigation by the Secret Service agents 
must be exceedingly shrewd escape. Skilled 
men recruited from the eld a forces all over 
the land, and also from the private ranks, camp 
for months on the trail of such suspects. They 
eat with them, drink with them, go on pleasure 
trips with them, and even engage in lawless un- 
dertakings with them, if need be, until the time 
comes for springing the tran. 

If it can be done that way, the trap always is 
sprung in such a way that the identity of the 
agent who worked up the ease is not revealed, ac- 
cording to the New Yorx Press.

It all began in days when men lived in saves 
and wore the pelts of the sloth bear for clothes 
and warred with stone clubs. In those. hardy 
days, when food and women were scarce, there 
was little of diplomacy and men made love with 
a club. meee

This, again, is in no way related 
to the personal and sentimental desire of the 
women to see two men fight for the possession 
of herself, which is in a way a justification. 

It may be said that this love ‘for a fight is 
only possessed by the women of a lower order 
of life than the grand ladies who have been care- 
fully nurtured.
